out as mortal Foes. Whae Nation has not heard fince firſt that cruel 
Order took its birih of Rapes and Maſlacres, and Murdered Kings, 
Poyſoning and Devaſtations, Tortures, and-all the Cruel rage that 
the Infernal Legions arm'd- with fatal Counſels e*re could prompt 
them to; for they the barbarous Executioners of Tyrant Rome, dif- 
perſe themſelves abroad throughont the Earth, and gather in the 
Slain to fill her Babilonsſh Cup with reaking Blood from Tender 
Hearts of Innocems diltill.d —— ---- This when they rove like 
- thirſty Tygers intheir uncontrouled paths, but if reſtrain'd from 
their pernitious Deeds by interpoſing Juſtice arm, they never look 
© back to view whatthey have done to others, but cry, themſelves are 
ſore © for thoſe, who in ſteeming ſlaughter do delight : ſo they 
themſelvesarenot concerned, love not toundergo the leaſt of pain. 
And here among the reſt 1 ſhall m_ unto the World, the obſerva- 
tion of which being well weighed and conſidered , the which is an 
Frronions-Lefter or Lybil that was found in the poſleſſion of one 
Richard Blundell, an Arch and notorious Feſwr, and a t Inſtru- 
ment for the carrying on of the late Diabolick Plot : when he was 
taken ſome few days ſince at Lambeth , and now remaineth in the 
County Goal, the which reflefing upon the Juſtice of our Nation, 
with many notorious untruths, the which in order: Firſt, Denyin 
that there was any Plot, and that the Five Feſuirs lately xecized, 
were wrongfully condemned, and that they had not priviledge to 
ſpeak for themſelves: The which notorious and ſcandalous Objecti- 
ons may be anſwered : That-theſe Parties being Apprehended for

and the reſt of the 7eſtts, inthe daring Powder-Plor. The Gardener 


ſeeing this, thought it was time for him to ſtand out , leſt his Pala- 
zados ſhould be overthrown , and all his Trinks thrown about, he 
Volentarily conſented ; fo that they with the reſt, being by the 
publick Confeſſion abſolved for what they ſhould fay or Swear, came

Had all the Rowan Conclave with each of them a Bull in his Hand,

In the fame 
caſe had we been ere this time, had not Omnipetence prevented it, 
And farther let him know, that had they not been concerned in the 
Plot, (as utiqueſtionably they were) that there isa Law forbidding all 
Yeſuits, and Romſh-Priefts to avoid the Land on pain of Dearh ; the 
which they knowing,and preſumptyouſly offenging,by that contempt 
had forfeited their lives, but Proteſtants are merciful , and will not 
atthe rigour again.

Farther tis objected, that they went joyfully tothe place of Executi- 
on, ſo did the Monk that Stab'd King Henry of France , the Dagger 
being Confſecrated, dipped in the Exchr:ft, arid wrapt.in the reliques 
of a Saint, to make it more forcible for Execution, and then with ſo- 
lemn Oaths ro deny is the property of the Romeſb Faction.
